widening of U.S. 421 (South Front Street) from U.S. 17 Business/U.S. 76/ U.S. 421 (Cape Fear 

Memorial Bridge) to U.S. 421 (Burnett Boulevard),in Wilmington. This project proposes to 

widen U.S. 421 (South Front Street) from two-lanes to four-lanes divided.
